RECENTLY PATENTED. 


A new portable sawing machine foi 


felling trees and cutting them up into 
wood is a folding frame -with a larg, 
balance wheel geared to a. crank-shaft 
with the saw blade attached to the end 
of the crank to slide through grooves 
in the frame, the saw being run by a 
crank on the other end of the shaft. 


For the purpose of removing horses 


from burning build'ings a new fire 
mask has been placed on the market, 
consisting of a hootl to cover the eyes 
and nostrils to prevent the horse from 
seeing- the fire or smelling the smoke, 
the device being easily slipped over the 
animal's head and fastened 
with 


strap. 


In a pneumatic painting nozzle re- 


cently patented a long narrow slit it 
formed to discharge the paint, with an 
air outlet above and one below 
to 


spread the paint- over the surface as 11 
flows to the reservoir attached1 to the 
nozzle, the air (being supplied through 
tubes by bellows or an engine on the 
ground below. 


Electricity for medicinal purposes 


can be easily generated by a rnnvinstru 
meut shaped like o watch and nearly 
the same size, containing a mag-net an 
two coils of wire attached to a spindle 
near the ends of the magnet, the spindl 
being revolved by means of a coile 
spring, which is wound by the stem o 
the watch. 


For use in large post- offices, wher 


the amount of mail matter handle 
makes it difficult to cancel the stamp 
by hand, a newly-patented machine 
which docs its work rapidly, has 
fecdway holding the letters on edg 
with the canceling stamp on a printin 
roller, to make the impression on cac 
envelope as it is fed across the rolle 
by a revolving belt, with points set i 
to assist in the fcediing. 


Fish can be more easily caught b 


a new trap, which is formed by a met, 
block with two spring hooks at tl 
sides, which are pulled1 apart and fa 
traed by means of Ihc pin which hoi 
the bait, so that as soon as the baiit 
disturbed, the hooks fly together an 
grasp the fish's head, or the lish can 
caught unharmed by replacing the 
hooks by small wire disks, which spring 
together around the fish.
